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Conditions  of  Sale 


1.  Rejection  of  Bids.  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with  the  value 
of  the  article  offered,  or  which  is  merely  a  nominal  or  fractional  advance, 
may  be  rejected  by  the  auctioneer  if  in  his  judgment  such  hid  would  be 
likely  to  affect  the  sale  injuriously. 

2.  The  Buyer.  The  highest  bidder  shall  be  the  buyer,  and  if  any  dispute 
arises  between  two  or  more  bidders,  the  auctioneer  shall  either  decide  the 
same  or  put  up  for  re-sale  the  lot  so  in  dispute. 

3.  Identification  and  Deposit  by  Buyer.  The  name  of  the  buyer  of  each 
lot  shall  be  given  immediately  on  the  sale  thereof,  and  when  so  required, 
each  buyer  shall  sign  a  card  giving  the  lot  number,  amount  for  which  sold, 
and  his  or  her  name  and  address,  d,  A  deposit  at  the  actual  time  of  the  sale 
shall  be  made  of  all  or  such  part  of  the  purchase  prices  as  may  be  required.

Delivery  of  any  purchases  will  he  made  only 
upon  payment  of  the  total  amount  due  for  all  purchases  at  the  sale. 

6.  Receipted  Bills.  Goods  will  only  be  delivered  on  presentation  of  a  re- 
ceipted bill.  A  receipted  bill  presented  by  any  person  will  be  recognized  and 
honored  as  an  order  by  the  buyer,  directing  the  delivery  to  the  bearer  of  the 
goods  described  thereon.  If  a  receipted  bill  is  lost  before  delivery  of  the  prop- 
erty has  been  taken,  the  buyer  should  immediately  notify  the  Association  of 
such  loss. 

7.  Storage  in  Default  of  Prompt  Payment  and  Calling  for  Goods. 
Articles  not  paid  for  in  full  and  not  called  for  by  the  purchaser  or  agent  by 
noon  of  the  day  following  that  of  the  sale  may  be  turned  over  by  the  Associa- 
tion to  some  carter  to  be  carried  to  and  stored  in  some  warehouse  until  the 
time  of  the  delivery  therefrom  to  the  purchaser,  and  the  cost  of  such  cartage 
and  storage  and  any  other  charges  will  be  charged  against  the  purchaser  and 
the  risk  of  loss  or  damage  occasioned  by  such  removal  or  storage  will  be  upon 
the  purchaser.  (H,  In  any  instance  where  the  purchase  bill  has  not  been  paid  in 
full  by  noon  of  the  day  following  that  of  the  sale,  the  Association  and  the 
auctioneer  reserve  the  right,  any  other  stipulation  in  these  conditions  of  sale 
notwithstanding,  in  respect  to  any  or  all  lots  included  in  the  purchase  bill,  at 
its  or  his  option,  either  to  cancel  the  sale  thereof  or  to  re-sell  the  same  at 
public  or  private  sale  without  further  notice  for  the  account  of  the  buyer 
and  to  hold  the  buyer  responsible  for  any  deficiency  and  all  losses  and 
expenses  sustained  in  so  doing.

responsibility  on  its  part  for  the  acts  and  charges  of  the  parties  engaged  for 
such  service. 

9.  Guaranty.  The  Association  exercises  great  care  to  catalogue  every  lot 
correctly  and  endeavors  therein  and  also  at  the  actual  time  of  the  sale  to 
point  out  any  error,  defect  or  imperfection,  but  guaranty  is  not  made  either 
by  the  owner  or  the  Association  of  the  correctness  of  the  description,  genuine- 
ness, authenticity  or  condition  of  any  lot  and  no  sale  will  be  set  aside  on 
account  of  any  incorrectness,  error  of  cataloguing  or  imperfection  not  noted 
or  pointed  out.  Every  lot  is  sold  "as  is"  and  without  recourse,  d,  Everv 
lot  is  on  public  exhibition  one  or  more  days  prior  to  its  sale,  and  the  Associa- 
tion will  give  consideration  to  the  opinion  of  any  trustworthy  expert  to  the 
effect  that  any  lot  has  been  incorrectly  catalogued  and  in  its  judgment  may 
thereafter  sell  the  lot  as  catalogued  or  make  mention  of  the  opinion  of  such 
expert,  who  thereby  will  become  responsible  for  such  damage  as  might  result 
were  his  opinion  without  foundation. 

10.  Records.  The  records  of  the  auctioneer  and  the  Association  are  in  all  cases 
to  be  considered  final  and  the  highest  bid  shall  in  all  cases  be  accepted  by 
both  buyer  and  seller  as  the  value  against  which  all  claims  for  losses  or 
damage  shall  lie.

INTRODUCTION 


AN  interesting  collection  of  Spanish  Art,  assembled  largely  in  the  province  of 
L  %    Catalonia  and  the  marches  of  Northern  Spain,  has  been  brought  to  America 

*  by  Don  Ignacio  Abadal,  cotton  merchant,  of  Barcelona.  The  preponderance 
of  the  northern  influence  in  furniture  is  noticeable  in  the  group  of  finely  carved  arcaded 
marriage  chests  from  the  region  of  Tarragona,  the  gay  painted  Catalan  bedsteads,  the 
characteristically  massive  Navarrese  library  tables  and  a  beautiful  spirally  turned 
walnut  library  table  of  the  Philip  II  Period,  from  Aragon,  exhibiting  in  its  craftsman- 
ship a  strong  French  influence. 

In  addition  to  the  painted  types,  two  important  seventeenth  century  Castilian 
bedsteads  elaborately  turned  in  walnut  are  included,  together  with  a  tester  bed  and  a 
magnificent  carved  and  gilded  piece  of  the  High  Renaissance  with  spirally  fluted  posts 
and  painted  with  the  arms  of  Hernando  Cortes.  This  last  we  have  referred  to  in 
the  catalogue  as  one  of  the  most  important  pieces  of  furniture  ever  permitted  to  be 
exported  from  Spain.  Besides  the  turned  walnut  and  pino  wood  side  chairs  and 
Renaissance  armchairs,  and  a  number  of  beautiful  walnut  tables,  mainly  of  the  seven- 
teenth century  and  mounted  in  wrought  iron,  the  collection  comprises  a  variety  of 
provincial  arcones,  chests-of-drawers  and  armarios  of  varied  classes;  a  magnificent 
carved  lectern  comes  from  a  church  in  Salamanca,  accompanied  by  a  sixteenth  century 
hymnal. 

In  the  rejeria  are  grilles  and  balconies,  and  specimens  of  smaller  domestic  imple- 
ments: spits,  andirons,  espeteras  and  talleres  from  Navarre,  enriched  with  the  simple 
and  well-proportioned  details  characteristic  of  Spanish  craftsmanship  in  iron.  Of  im- 
portance is  a  small  group  of  sixteenth  century  rapiers  with  Toledo  blades,  mostly  of 
the  basket-hilted  type;  and  three  sumptuously  damascened  suits  of  armor,  French  and 
Italian  and  unusually  complete  in  their  original  details.  One  of  these  bears  the 
coroneted  monogram  of  Francois  Ier,  a  second  the  quartered  shield  of  the  ducal  house 
of  Hohenzollern  and  appears  to  have  been  the  harness  of  a  noble  in  the  guard. 

A  small  number  of  paintings  will  be  hung;  this  includes  full-length  portraits  of 
noble  ladies  by  Sanchez  Coello  and  Bartholome  Gonzalez,  a  delightful  Holy  Family 
by  the  Renaissance  court  painter,  Juan  de  Juanes,  and  a  small  portrait  of  Queen 
Isabella  by  the  rare  master,  Antonio  del  Rincon,  the  majority  of  whose  works  have 
perished  but  who  is  yet  known  to  us  as  an  artist  of  the  most  delicate  draftsmanship 
and  purity  of  expression.  A  sixteenth  century  Italian  painting,  Madonna  and  Child, 
with  the  Infant  St.  John  and  St.  Augustine  by  Jacopo  da  Sellaio,  is  authenticated, 
like  the  preceding,  by  the  expert,  Dr.  August  L.  Mayer. 

Among  the  smaller  objects  of  the  collection  are  brass  lamps,  copper  and  brass 
cauldrons,  candlesticks,  braseros,  and  decorative  paintings,  and  an  assemblage  of  blue 
and  white  faience  alberelli,  jars  and  inkstands  from  the  kilns  of  Aragon  and  Navarre.
